REPEAT OF LAST YEAR’S EXERCISE 
TO TACKLE NEED FOR £35M SAVINGS 

Council goes public 
with its budget 
cuts dilenunas 


BRIDGEND County 
Borough Council (BCBC) 
has opened a consultation 
with borough residents as 
it considers how to tackle 
the need for further 
“massive” savings in its 
budget. 

It says that balancing the 
budget now can only be done 
with severe cuts, as it has 
exhausted all the “easier options”. 

Council Leader Coun Huw 
David said: “Since 2012, the UK 
Government has greatly reduced 
the amount of funding provided 
to councils via the Welsh 
Government. 


“In Bridgend county borough, 
this has meant that the local 
authority has already had to cover 
a £36m drop in funding by 
downsizing, finding creative new 
ways to deliver services, reducing 
the frequency of some services, 
and cutting others altogether. 

“Following the recent 
announcement that councils will 
continue to receive reduced 
funding, the authority estimates it 
will need to save a further £35m 
over the next four years. 

“What this means is that by 
2020, the council will have been 
forced to make savings of £71m 
within a very short period of 
time. 

“After years of having to make 


reductions and develop new ways 
of working, the council has 
exhausted all of the ‘easier’ 
options, and has reached the point 
where we now have to start 
looking at areas such as 
subsidised public transport, 
public toilet provision and more. 

“At the same time, we are 
supporting record numbers of 
vulnerable children and older 
people. The question we all need 
to ask ourselves is whether we 
would rather have the council 
continue to spend money on this, 
or focus on other services such as 
grasscutting, litter-picking or 
public transport instead?”

Brackla drugs 
courier jailed 
for IS months 


A DRUGS 
“courier” has been 
jailed for 18 
months at Cardiff 
Crown Court, 
writes AJ Sicluna. 

When Darren Fry was 
stopped in Parc Street, 
Bridgend, he was found 
to be in possession of 
the Class B drug 
amphetamine and 
cannabis. 

Fry (48), and 
unemployed, of Clos-y- 
Waun, Brackla, admitted 
possessing the drugs 
with intent to supply. 

Prosecutor Julian 
Greenwood said Fry 
said he had been acting 
as a courier. 

Judge Christopher 
Llewellyn-Jones QC 
told him: “The 
conveying of drugs is in 
itself a serious matter. 
You are taking the drugs 
from the main supplier 
to street dealers and in 
one sense, the courier is 
close to the main 
supplier. 

“The use of drugs is 
an evil in society which 
causes terrible wrongs 
and you are not a 
stranger to the supply of 
drugs, which is an 


aggravating feature.” 

Mr Greenwood said 
that on August 15, for 
motoring reasons, police 
stopped Fry who was 
driving in Bridgend. 
Officers could smell 
cannabis and Fry 
produced two tins 
containing the drug. 

In the car was a 
shopping bag containing 
10 bags of cannabis in 
loz deals and in the 
boot was another bag 
containing 2kg of 
amphetamine. 

When Fry’s home 
was searched, said Mr 
Greenwood, no drugs or 
drugs paraphernalia 
were found. It was 
stated that Fry had 
previous convictions for 
possessing drugs with 
intent and possessing 
heroin and cannabis, 
and for supplying heroin 
to a prison inmate. 

His counsel, Matthew 
Cobb, described him as 
a vulnerable man, being 
used by someone else to 
take drugs from A to B. 

He said he had 
problems following a 
road accident which

Coun David continued: “Those 
are the sort of harsh choices that 
we are faced with making, and 
this is why it is more important 
than ever for people to take part in 
the budget consultation. 

“By telling us which services 
you think should be prioritised, 
ou can help us to produce a 
alanced budget that accurately 
reflects the views of the people of 
Bridgend county borough.” 

Deputy Leader Coun Hywel 
Williams added: “Welsh 

Government has indicated that the 
amount of money local councils 
will receive to provide services is 
going to decrease next year by 0.5 
per cent, and then by a further 1.5 
per cent in 2019-20. 

“But early estimations also 
suggest that the cost of providing 
social services for local people is 
set to double over the next decade 
or so. 

“There is simply no way to 
achieve this level of saving 
without having an impact that 
everyone will feel to some 
degree.” 

The leader of the independent 
grouping on BCBC, Norah 
Clarke, said: “I am a big supporter 
of consultation which enables 
residents to become involved in 
the decisions made by council that 
affect their lives, their 
communities and future 


generations. 

“Consultation over the budget 
is an important step in that 
directio. However, I would like to 
see many more residents taking 
part - especially younger 
residents. 

”We must remember that there 
‘is a tomorrow’ whilst on the one 
hand budget savings need to be 
made it is also the responsibility 
of Council to plan and shape 
services for the future, for our 
children. 

“Going forward this requires a 
much more serious and open 
approach to establishing real 
partnerships with town and 
community councils and residents 
as well. 

“There was a welcome increase 
in the number of residents 
involved in the consultation 
process last year but more needs 
to be done to make it easier to get 
involved. 

“The council needs to 
overcome the publics perception 
that is held by many - ‘why 
should I bother they won’t take 
any notice?’ My own experience 
of last years’ consultation was that 
notice was taken of what residents 
said. “ 

She urged residents to take part 
in the consultation, which ends on 
December 3. 

Coun Tom Giffard, the leader 
of the Conservative Group on 


BCBC said: “I hope that the 
council takes responses to this 
consultation seriously, rather than 
having this just as an exercise ‘for 
show’ as has been the case in the 
past. 

“The best way to help working 
people and boost our local 
economy is to keep council tax as 
low as possible, putting more of 
the money local people earn back 
in their pockets to spend in our 
community. 

“Unfortunately, history shows 
that this consultation may well be 
another smokescreen for another 
eye-watering council tax rise. I 
hope I’m wrong.”

being built in London. 
The stadium has also 
hosted some world-class 
music artists, including 
Madonna and the 
Rolling Stones. 

International cricket is 
regularly played at the 
Swalec Stadium and 
Cardiff Bluebirds now 
hold their soccer 
matches in the new 
Cardiff City Stadium. 

Rosalie also explained 
the rich architectural 
heritage from the castle 
to the civic buildings, 
museums and university 
buildings that have all 
shaped the character of 
the city. 

As far as commerce is 
concerned, Cardiff 
Docks was, historically, 
one of the busiest and 
most important ports in 
the country.

Call by MP for 
an end to 
^period poverty 


HUW IRRANCA- 
DAVIES wants to 
see an end to 
“period poverty”. 

The Ogmore AM says 
too many young girls 
can’t afford to provide 
their own sanitary 
products in school 
during their periods. 

He said that poverty, 
in its many 
manifestations, is 
insidious and complex 
and can be debilitating. 

Mr Irranca-Davies 
asked at the National 
Assembly for a 
statement on the 
emerging trend of period 
poverty, which he said is 
one of the manifestations 
of poverty within local 
communities. 

He said: “It’s being 
picked up with schools 
who are increasingly 
aware that some of their 
young students are 
unable to provide 
sanitary products for 
themselves. 

“There are some 
tremendous initiatives to 
tackle this, both grass¬ 
roots initiatives and local 
authority led as well. 

“Wings Cymru, a 
group of women within 
my constituency led by 
Gemma Hartnoll, has 
put together fundraising. 
They’re now working 
within three schools and 
are hoping to expand it 
to more schools. 

“Rhondda Cynon Taf 
are consulting on 
whether there is a 
scheme that can be 
rolled out within their 
area, but this is now 
widespread. 

“It’s no coincidence 


that food banks—not 
only the Trussell Trust, 
but local church and 
charity and community 
food banks—are now 
regularly stocking 
sanitary products as part 
of the packages they 
offer to families.” 

Mr Irranca-Davies 
asked how the Welsh 
Government can support 
grass-roots volunteer and 
local authority efforts to 
tackle period poverty. 

Leader of the House, 
Jane Hutt, said Mr 
Irranca-Davies had 
drawn attention to 
important local 
initiatives which are 
learning from each other. 

Wings Cymru, for 
instance, is having an 
influence on 
neighbouring 
communities and 
authorities. 

Ms Hutt said this is an 
issue the Government, 
its partners in the third 
sector, local government 
and the health service 
will want to consider. 

She said it is 
iniquitous that in 2017 
people are talking about 
period poverty.

Pencoed is in the 
running for a major 
Welsh care award 
after bridging the 
generation gap at a 
care home. 

Ceri Powell, who 
works at Hafod Care’s 
Brocastle Manor Home, 
in Bridgend, is, said a 
spokesperson, always 
open to new ideas and 
innovations and that has 
now put her in line for 
the award. 

She has been 

shortlisted in the 
category of ‘Excellence 
in Dementia Care’ in this 
year’s Wales Care 
Awards, organised by 
Care Forum Wales. 

The awards recognise 
outstanding service in the 
care sector. 

They will be presented 
at a ceremony in City 
Hall, Cardiff, on 
November 17. The event 
will be hosted by singer 
and presenter Wynne 
Evans, popularly known 
as Gio Compario in the 
Go Compare TV advert. 

Ceri (58), introduced 
an audit tool to assess the 
quality of life outcomes 
for all service-users and 
has devised a dementia- 
friendly action plan for 
Brocastle Manor, 

working closely to 
engage the local 
community. 

One initiative that 
bridges the generation 
gap has involved 
students from Atlantic 
College visiting the 
home weekly to chat 
with residents and take 
part in group activities. 

Marc Pullen-Jones, 
the manager of Brocastle 
Manor, said: “Home staff 
have reported a 


significant reduction in 
distressed reactions for 
the dementia service 
users who have 
participated in the 
activities.” 

Another innovation is 
‘Book Cwtch’ in which 
residents meet each week 
to read and review 
literature and poetry, and 
Ceri also reviews 
newspaper articles, short 
stories and other items. 

Ceri, who has worked 
in the care field for 20 
years, was said to be 
“stunned but delighted” 
to be shortlisted after 
being nominated by 
Marc. 

She started work at 
Southerndown Care 
Home but transferred 
nine years ago to 
Brocastle, which has a 
total of 80 residents with 
different needs, including 
dementia sufferers, and 
in a number of different 
units. 

She has been 
responsible for co¬ 
ordinating activities from 
the outset and the home’s 
management team was 
unanimous in nominating 
her because she was seen 
as an outstanding role 
model. 


Marc explained: “She 
values choice, dignity 
and respect for all, in all 
areas of her professional 
practice.” 

Ceri said she gets 
great pleasure and job 
satisfaction from 

enhancing residents’ 
lives. 

“It’s lovely to see the 
difference one makes to 
them, and I am amazed to 
have been nominated. I 
know it’s a cliche, but it 
really is a team effort 
because it would be 
impossible to do it 
without the support from 
everyone in the home.”

Reorganisation could 
have huge implications 
for some local patients’ 


WELSH Government 
proposals to transfer the 
Princess of Wales Hospital to 
Cwm Taf Health Board would 
have consequences for Vale 
residents, South Wales 
Central AM Andrew RT 
Davies has said. 

Plans are under consideration to 
move the Bridgend local authority 
area out of Abertawe Bro Morgannwg 
Health Board, announced this week 
by Cabinet Secretary for Finance and 
Local Government, Mark Drakeford. 

Patients in the western Vale 
currently fall into the catchment for 
the Princess of Wales Hospital. Mr 
Davies fears that any move could see 
greater competition for services, 
particularly since Royal Glamorgan 
Hospital is located nearby in 
Llantrisant. 

He said it was vital that current 


provision was “maintained at the very 
least” and called on the Cabinet 
Secretary to provide assurances that 
this would be the case. 

Mr Davies said: “Many Vale 
residents rely on the services 
provided at the Princess of Wales 
Hospital and will rightly be 
concerned by any potential 
reorganisation in the area. 

“If it moves into the Cwm Taf 
Health Board as has been suggested, 
then there is the potential for greater 
competition for services and 
resources. 

“Vale residents will fear losing out 
as a result of the change and the 
Welsh Government must provide 
guarantees that this will not be the 
case - and offer an explanation as to 
why it thinks yet another 
reorganisation is necessary.”

THE Wilderness 
Allotment 
Association (WAA), 
Porthcawl has been 
recognised for its 
work in the 
community with 
two awards at a 
presentation 
ceremony at the 
Grove Golf Club, 
Porthcawl. 

The event was chaired 
by Ken Whyte, chairman 
of the Wales Allotment 
Society and also 
Bridgend County 
Allotment Association 
(BCAA). 

The National 
Allotment Society 
(NAS) nominated the 
Wilderness for an 
international allotment 
award issued by the 
Council of Europe (CoE) 
which comprises 47 
countries across the 
continent (not the same 
as the EU, which meant 
‘Brexit’ was never 
mentioned once at the 
event). 

The COE is behind 
the International Court 
of Human Rights and 
each year it organises a 
pan-European week of 
events in October. The 
citation for the 
Wilderness 
acknowledges the 
allotment’s engagement 
in community life. 

Coun Pam Davies, 
Mayor of Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
(BCBC) accepted the 
European Award on 
behalf of WAA from 
Mike Thurlow, 
gardening consultant for 
the NAS. WAA also 
achieved another Green 
Elag award from Keep 
Wales Tidy for being a 
‘quality green space’. 

Mr Whyte added that 
it was the second time 
that one of BCAA’s sites 
had won a European 
award (the first was 
Bronfair in Maesteg 
some years ago), and 
that getting two 
European awards in 
Bridgend County says 
much about the 
BCAA/BCBC allotment 
partnership. 

He went on to say that 
it is quite an 
achievement in itself, 
when one considers that 
the population of the 47 
COE countries is about 
800 million and there are 


many thousands of 
projects from which our 
two allotments were 
chosen. 

Although the 
Wilderness’s 
community/disabled plot 
suffered an arson attack 
in December 2014, the 
facility was restored 
with donations through 
an appeal. 

The allotment’s next 
step is to build a 
disabled toilet for which 
planning permission has 
been obtained. In 
keeping with its 
innovative approach, the 
allotment is working 
closely with Sustainable 
Wales on minimising the 
carbon footprint of the 
disabled toilet and 
energy-saving features 
such as harvesting 
rainwater for flushing 
and installing solar- 
powered lighting. 

It would take pages of 
text to thank everyone 
but all should know the 
committee sees them as 
part of its wider 
allotment family. The 
European Award 
recognises the diversity 
of these partnerships and 
that they are all based on 
principles of democracy, 
human rights and the 
rule of law. 

In this way, WAA 
feels that its work is part 
of the glue that holds the 
social fabric of our 
communities together, 
and that the European 
and Keep Wales Tidy 
awards recognise the 
good work of our 
partners and supporters, 
just as much as the 
allotment itself. 

By the way, readers 
might like to know that 
WAA maintain the little 
flower boat that 
welcomes folk to 
Porthcawl along 
Bridgend Road 
(A4106) - another 
successful partnership 
with Tools for Self- 
Reliance, Margam Park 
Marine Modelling Club, 
1st Porthcawl Scouts, 
Sussed, and BCBC 
Green Spaces.

Key housing plan 
is under spotlight 


ONE of the most 
contentious 
planning 
applications in 
recent years goes 
before the planning 
committee of 

Rhondda Cynon Taf 
on October 19 - and 
a councillor has 
warned that if it 
gets the green light, 
there could be a 
serious knock-on 
effect for the Vale. 

The application would 
see 460 houses built 
along the A4119 road in 
Miskin, Pontyclun. 

Local councillor Kate 
Jones said she fears it 
could lead to “gridlock in 
Pontyclun” and warned it 
would lead to traffic 
delays for people coming 
into the area from the 
Vale along the 
Cowbridge road. 

Elected 
representatives of 

different political parties 
in Rhondda Cynon Taf, 
Cardiff and the Vale have 
united in a final bid to 
challenge the application, 
and concerned local 
residents have even set 
up an online page to raise 
funds for a traffic survey 
to be undertaken. 

The main focus of the 
councillors who oppose 
the new development is 
the enormous pressure it 
would create at junction 
34 of the M4. They 
believe queues at peak 
times would increase 
dramatically on the key 
route from the Valleys to 
Cardiff city centre. 

The current proposals 
consider small alterations 
to the A4119, but 
councillors point out that 
no improvements will be 
made to junction 34 to 
alleviate extra 

congestion. 

The group of 
councillors, led by 
Conservative councillor 
Kate Jones, recently met 
to discuss their 
opposition to the plans 


and the huge strain that 
would be placed on local 
health services, school 
places and transport 
infrastructure. 

Commenting on the 
application, Coun Jones 
said: “This application 
has really worried local 
councillors and residents, 
with many concerned at 
the impact of congestion 
along the busy A4119 
and at the M4 junction. 
It’s going to cause 
absolute chaos. 

“A development of 
this size and scale is 
going to have a massive 
effect, not just on this 
area, but the wider area 
as well.” 

Those supporting that 
view include Labour’s 
long-standing councillor 
for Llantrisant, Glynne 
Holmes, Llanharry’s 
newly-elected councillor 
Wayne Owen, Llantwit 
Eardre councillors Joel 
James and Mike 
Diamond, and Coun 
Graham Thomas, who 
represents Creigiau on 
Cardiff Council. Local 
community councillors 
Sam Trask, Brian James 
and Nick Tizard-Lee also 
have their concerns about 
the project. 

Coun Kate Jones 
added: “It’s brilliant to 
see so many councillors 
of all political 
persuasions coming 


together to oppose a 
development that would 
have such drastic 
consequences, not just 
for my ward of 
Pontyclun, but for the 
wider area as well. 

“This is reflected by 
the fact that every Cardiff 
councillor who has the 
A4119 running through 
their ward has objected 
to this application.” 

Regional AM, Andrew 
RT Davies, said the 
development at Cefn Yr 
Hendy was ill-thought 
out and could have 
severe implications for 
residents of Rhondda 
Cynon Taf, Cardiff and 
the Vale. 

“As someone with 
four children, who will 
all need to get on the 
housing ladder, you 
won’t find a more 
passionate advocate for 
housebuilding than me, 
but these plans will cause 
serious safety 

implications. 

“M4 junction 34 is 
already at capacity and 
there are no proposals to 
improve the 

infrastructure. This 
development will only 
exacerbate existing 
problems that are yet to 
be addressed, so I have 
formally objected to the 
application and asked the 
Cabinet Secretary to call 
it in.”

years now, but he 
has really kicked 
on since teaming 
up with Rachel 
O’Riordan at the 
Sherman Theatre 
in Cardiff. 

Gary, a former pupil 
at Brynteg 
Comprehensive in 
Bridgend, has found a 
director in Rachel who 
is bringing the best out 
of him. It’s a Harry 
Kane and Mauricio 
Pochettino thing. 

Their first 

collaboration was the 
award-winning 
Iphigenia in Splott, and 
this was followed by 
Killology, a dark, 
thought-provoking 
effort that came close 
but didn't quite hit its 
target. 

Now, the duo have 
turned their attention to 
Chekhov. A re¬ 
imagination of The 
Cherry Orchard, and 
they have put together a 
fine cast for the show, 
Richard Mylan, who 
played one of the leads 
in Killology is back, 
presumably because he 
knows that Gary Owen 
will give an actor 


dialogue and speeches 
to get his teeth into. 

Owen’s characters 
don't internalise too 
much. They say what’s 
on their mind using 
vivid language - but 
they don’t always say 
what they mean, nor do 
they always mean what 
they say. 

I won’t pretend to 
have swatted up on the 
Cherry Orchard but the 
basic plot, and the 
characters, are much the 
same. 

The blurb on the 
accompanying book of 
the play says; “Like 
Chekhov’s original, the 
play is set in a time on 
the cusp of huge social 
change. Pre- 
Revolutionary Russia is 
exchanged for Britain in 
the early days of 
Margaret Thatcher’s 
regime”. 

The phrase ‘Margaret 
Thatcher’s regime’ 
might suggest that you 
need to brace yourself 
for a political polemic - 
but that doesn’t come. 
There is mention of her 
policy of selling off 
council houses, and a 
suggestion that in the 
early days, it was 
believed that it would 
bring the overall level 
of house prices down 

The 1982 characters 
believe that, but we, the 
audience, know that it 
didn’t pan out that way. 

The play’s

FOLLOWING a year of 
commemorative work covering 
local involvement in the First 
World War, Bryntirion 
Comprehensive School has 
been awarded ‘Peace School’ 
status and official twinning 
with the Peace Field in 
Messines, Belgium, site of the 
1914 Christmas Truce. 

The project, led by the school 
History Club, involved researching 
residents of area that fell in the Great 
War and subsequent creation of a 
memorial in the school foyer. 

A battlefield visit and cross¬ 
curricular ‘World War One’ day 
followed in what the Peace Field 
Project chairman described as “a 
remarkable act of remembrance”. 

Most impressively one of the 
leaders of this project, Molly Cook of 
year-10, also won the Historical 
Association’s Young Historian of the 
Year Award. 

This award, representing students 


from across the United Kingdom, 
involved the writing of an academic 
piece of historical non-fiction 
writing at which Molly excelled, her 
piece being highly commended by the 
awards committee. 

Further success followed for the 
group as their current project, titled 
‘Wartime Bridgend’, was announced 
as the winner of the Spirit of 
Normandy Trust Award. 

This project, intended to bring to 
light Bridgend’s significant Second 
World War involvement, has seen the 
History Club receive training in 
research and cataloguing in order 
to hold a number of information 
collection days for members of the 
community who have artefacts and 
memories of wartime Bridgend.

She doesn’t seem to be 
overworked as far as 
domestic duties go, but 
she is far busier dealing 
with the egos and 
unrealistic dreams of 
her ‘betters’.

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One man jailed and two

“Vast amounts” of waste, 
including mattresses, 
concrete and quantities of 
wood chip were found 
abandoned on an 
industrial site in the Vale 
of Glamorgan, Cardiff 
Crown Court has heard. 

Michael Hendy (49) from 
Gwilym Place, Barry, Nathan 
Thomas (47) of Merthyr Mawr 
Road, Bridgend and Victor 
Keferu (48) of Shakespeare Road, 
Barry, admitted being variously 
involved in the illegal dumping of 
a quantity of waste on Llandow 
Trading Estate. 

Hendy admitted to dumping 
the controlled waste in a manner 
likely to cause pollution or harm 
to health and Thomas admitted 
operating an operating facility for 
the disposal of waste without an 
environmental permit. 

Thomas and Keferu admitted 
disposing of mattresses without 
an environmental permit. 

Hendy was jailed for 10 
months. 

The two other defendants each 
received a six-month prison 
sentence, suspended for two 
years, and were ordered to carry 
out 225 hours of unpaid work and 
to comply with a six-month 
curfew. 

In addition, both were ordered 
by Judge Michael Fitton to pay 
£26,040 compensation and 
£6,500 on top and an £80 victim 
surcharge. 

Prosecutor Tim Evans said: 
“This cases rises out of the illegal 
deposit of vast amounts of waste.

wood chip, baled end-of-life 
mattresses and some general 
mixed waste spread over three 
units at Llandow Industrial 
Estate. 

“Hendy operated a waste 
management facility there, not 
only without complying with an 
exemption or permit, but also 
without the permission of the 
landowner.” 

The other two defendants, said 
Mr Evans, had a partnership, 
trading as Envik Recycling. 

He said that both men were 
convicted in 2014 of dumping 
large amounts of the same 
mattress material at an equestrian 
facility in Carmarthenshire, when 
each was fined £1,000 and each 
ordered to pay just under £5,000 
costs. 

Mr Evans said that 1,500 tons 
of wood and wood chip were 
found at the Llandow site and 
more than 330 tons of mattresses. 

“The wood was seriously 
combustible, and in some places 
it was stacked 30 feet high,” he 
said. 

Some of the mattresses filled a 
warehouse and some were left 
outside. 

He pointed out that an officer 
from Natural Resources Wales, 
the body which regulates waste 
operators, paid a visit to the site 
at the end of 2014 and informed 
Hendy that his actions were 


illegal. 

He ignored this and began 
dumping waste in two more 
nearby yards. 

He received £60,000 for the 
waste wood which would have 
cost £170,000 to dispose of 
legally. Hendy was also paid 
£5,000 in cash to take the 
mattresses. 

Mr Evans said that the waste, 
an environmental risk, remains at 
the site two-and-a-half years later. 

Nick Gedge, for Hendy, said 
everything started out with the 
right intentions. 

“Matters went awry,” he said. 

There was a risk of pollution 
by the wood rather than actual 
pollution. He had attempted to 
regularise things. He said his 
approach could have been 
affected by his bipolar condition 
and what occurred was wholly 
out of character. 

Hendy, he said, lived a lonely 
life in straitened circumstances 
and was unemployed. 

David Sedgwick, for Kefaru, 
said unfortunately his concern 
had more mattresses than it could 
deal with and they believed 
Hendy would dispose of them 
appropriately. 

In the past, many mattresses 
were legally disposed of and 
Kefaru, he continued, regretted 
becoming involved with Hendy. 

Nigel Fryer, for Thomas, said 
he apologised for coming before 
the court. 

He said he had cut comers and 
found himself out of his depth.

Irene^s eye test 
flags up a serious 
health condition 



A WOMAN from Bridgend is 
thanking her optician after a 
sight test picked up signs of a 
serious health condition. 

Irene Thomas, 65, visited her local 
Specsavers after experiencing chronic 
headaches, visual disturbances and 
feeling fatigued. 

Her visit came just three months 
after her routine sight test at 
Specsavers, at which time there was no 
concern about the health of her eyes. 

The mother-of-two was examined 
by Tracey Seary, an optometrist for 
almost five years, on two separate 
occasions following her symptoms, 
who referred her to the Princess of 
Wales Hospital.

Irene says: “It was a terrifying 
experience that lasted on and off for a 
number of months before the condition 
was diagnosed. 

“When my eyes were open I would 
feel fine, but as soon as I shut my eyes 
the images were very intense and 
disorienting, it was like I was 
constantly looking into a lava lamp. 

“The staff at Specsavers were 
brilliant and so patient with me. I feel 
very fortunate that the health of my 
eyes hasn’t been affected by the 
condition and that’s in part thanks to 
the prompt advice and referral I was 
given by Tracey and the team.” 

In the UK, it's estimated 
approximately one in every 4,500 
people develop giant cell arteritis each 
year.

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Forgotten no more... five sons of 
Cowbridge will be remembered 


THIS 

Remembrance 
Day, 100 years 
after they lost their 
lives in World War 
One, the names of 
five local men will 
appear on the 
Cowbridge War 
Memorial. 

They are Frank 
Lewis, William Howell, 
Edmund Thomas, 
Thomas Thomas and 
Rowland Parry Thomas. 

Why the names of 
these forgotten men 
were not included when 
the memorial was 
erected is a mystery, 
and will remain so as no 
documentary evidence 
exists. Recent research 
has clearly established 
that they should have 
been included and 
Cowbridge (with 
Llanblethian) Council 
are taking steps to 


inscribe their names on 
the memorial in time for 
Remembrance Sunday. 

A short Service of 
Dedication will be 
included in the 
Remembrance Day 
Service. 

It may be that there 
are descendants or close 
family members still 
living locally, who 
would appreciate the 
opportunity to attend 
the service. 

Take a look at the 
following ‘pen picture’ 
of each man: you may 
know someone who is 
related, it could even be 
you. 

The GEM will 
feature the lives and 
deaths of these five 
sons of Cowbridge in 
editions leading up to 
this year’s Armistice 
Day and 
Remembrance 
Sunday, beginning 
with Frank Lewis: 


born 1878, died 
September 26,1916. 

Frank, born late 1878 
in Cowbridge, one of 10 
children, was the son of 
William and Annie (nee 
Morgan) Lewis, both of 
Cowbridge. 

William was a 
schoolmaster at the 
Eagle Academy on the 
comer of Eagle Lane 
and Annie was a 
dressmaker. Sadly, 
father William died in 
1880. It is mmoured he 
took his own life over 
diminishing school 
attendance numbers. 

In 1881 the family, 
which was fairly large 
and included older 
siblings Bertha and 
Ered, lived at 16 High 
Street Cowbridge, now 
the Barbers and Gadget 
Shop. 

By 1891 Erank was 
in education at London 
Orphan Asylum 
Watford, an institution 
for fatherless children 
(defined as orphans in 
those times). On the 
face of it the institution 
was an orphanage but 


was in fact a fee paying 
educational 

establishment and those 
residing there were 
described in the census 
return as pupils. 

In the 1901 Census, 
Erank is to be found in 
Hornsey, Middlesex and 
employed as a banker’s 
clerk. He was living 
with older sister Bertha, 
who seems to have shed 
a few years when 
moving. 

He spent a couple of 
years in the Welsh 
Regiment and, 
sometime around the 
turn of the century, he 
emigrated to Canada. 

He seems to have done 
a variety of jobs and 
enlisted with the 
Canadian Expeditionary 
Eorce in March 1915; 
strangely, just like his 
sister, he too had 
problems remembering 
his year of birth. 

His ‘signing on’ (or 
Attestation Papers as 
the Canadians call 
them) identified older 
brother Ered Lewis, 
who was by now living 


in Cathedral Road, 
Cardiff and worked as a 
company secretary for 
Huss & Co, ship’s 
chandlers in Cardiff 
Docks. 

It was this link which 
helped considerably in 
identifying Erank and 
his Cowbridge 
connection. 

Erank sailed to war 
from Montreal in June 

1915 and was killed in 
action on September 26, 

1916 aged 38 near 
Courcelette, Northern

LEGO Ninjago is a Ninja-no in 
lifeless and leaden animation... 


I F there’s a good 
idea in 
Hollywood, 
then you can be 
sure that those 
responsible for 
making business 
decisions will be 
quick to leap upon 
and milk it for all 
its worth. 

In the case of 
LEGO’S arrival on the 
cinema screen, it’s fair 
to say that the two films 
released so far (2015’s 
The LEGO Movie and 
this year’s The LEGO 
Batman Movie) have 
been hugely enjoyable 
efforts, and the brick 
shows no signs of 
slowing up, with the 
latest film. The LEGO 
Ninjago Movie, now in 
cinemas. 

Based on LEGO‘s 
toy line of the same 
name, the films tells the 
story of Lloyd (voiced 
by Dave Franco), an 
ordinary boy living in 
the city in Ninjago City 
apart from two things - 
he’s a secret ninja 
warrior and his father is 
the evil warlord 
Garmadon (Justin 
Theroux), who is 


determined to take over 
the city. 

Under the leadership 
of Master Wu (Jackie 
Chan), Lloyd and his 
group of secret ninja 
warriors, all of whom 
who have their own 
powers, set out to stop 
Garmadon... 

The LEGO Movie’^ 
unexpected success was 
a pleasant surprise, and 
while The LEGO 
Batman Movie had 
some wonderful 
moments, it did feel a 
little like the joke was 
wearing a little thin. 
Unfortunately, The 
LEGO Ninjago Movie 
really struggles to 
entertain, a flat and 
lifeless film that fails to 
hold your attention with 
an unengaging plot and 
jokes that don’t quite 
work. It feels like the 
weaker elements of the 
previous LEGO films 
built together to make 
for a rather cumbersome 
piece of work. 

The plot covers two 
strands, the Power 
Rangers-esque central 
team who fight 
Garmadon (replete with 
the ability to harness the 
elements, which should 
alert the lawyers of the 
creators of Captain 


Planet, the ninja group 
leaning pretty close to 
the Planeteers) and 
main character Lloyd’s 
paternal relationship 
issues, with Garmadon’s 
evil schemes making 
Lloyd a social pariah 
and being blamed for 
his father’s actions. 

Sadly, neither plot 
really excites; the ninja 
group are pretty lifeless 
and anodyne (save for 
Zach Woods’ Zane, a 
robot pretending, not 
very well (and for 
reasons unexplained), to 
be a teenager), and 
given the inclusivity of 
LEGO, to have only one 
female character within 
this group is very poor 
indeed. Meanwhile the 
father-son dynamic 
feels like a tired rehash 
of the Batman/Robin 
relationship in The 
LEGO Batman Movie. 

Like all of these 
films, it looks great (and 
a live-action segment 
featuring Jackie Chan 
relating the tale to a 
young boy doesn’t lack 
in charm) but it also 
feels clumsily edited 
and leaden, and that 
three directors are 
credited is all the more 
surprising, not to 
mention that it took 


seven people to churn 
out the predictable and 
unsurprising story. 

The voice cast are all 
game but don’t fare too 
well, Zach Woods aside; 
you can’t cast some of 
the best comedic actors 
working today and give 
them such little 
personality to work 
with, so the likes of 
Abbi Jacobson, Fred 
Armisen and Kumail 
Nanjiani all struggle to 
register, while Dave 
Franco feels lost as 
Lloyd. 

Giving Justin 
Theroux the keys to 
Garmadon seemed a 
great idea, but the actor 
also struggles, his 
reading of the character 
cleaving close to Will 
Arnett’s take on Batman 
and lacking the funny 
lines you want from a 
bad guy who treads the 
fine line between 
villainous and overly 
pompous. 

It all just feels a bit 
of a dull mess, and 
given what has been 
produced before under 
the LEGO banner you 
have the right to expect 
more; as it is. The 
LEGO Ninjago Movie is 
missing too many bricks 
to build a satisfying

Proposals 
to make it 
‘easier to 
fine fly 
tippers’ 
welcomed 

PROPOSALS by 
the Welsh 
Government (WG) 
that are hoped will 
make it easier to 
fine fly tippers, as 
well as allowing 
councils to keep the 
money the fines 
raise, have been 
welcomed by AM 
Jane Hutt. 

The Unauthorised 
Deposit of Waste 
(Wales) Regulations, 
were recently laid before 
the National Assembly. 

It will allow the use of 
civil penalties that have 
a lower burden of proof 
than is currently the 
case. Eixed penalty 
notices will also allow 
for the proceeds to be 
retained by the local 
authority. 

More than 36,000 
incidents of fly-tipping 
were recorded in Wales 
during 2015/16 costing 
the tax payer some £2.1 
million to clear. These 
incidents varied in size 
from a few bin bags of 
rubbish to large lorry 
loads of construction and 
demolition waste. 

The only options 
available for dealing 
with fly-tippers are to 
prosecute in an attempt 
to secure a criminal 
conviction in the courts, 
or for enforcement 
officers to issue a 
caution. 

Ms Hutt said: “I 
welcome the WG’s 
determination to act on 
fly tipping. It is right to 
make it as easy as 
possible to fine 
perpetrators and that the 
money can be kept in 
our local area.”

MP Alun Cairns at the Guide Dogs 
event recently. 


VALE MP Alun 
Cairns recently 
tested his taxi- 
hailing skills in a 
football-themed 
game with the 
blindness charity. 
Guide Dogs. 

The Vale MP heard 
about the real problems 
assistance dog owners 
face when being illegally 
refused by taxis and 
minicabs. 

The Equality Act 2010 
makes it illegal for a taxi 
or minicab driver to 
refuse to take an 
assistance dog or to 
charge extra for carrying 
it. 

However, Guide Dogs 
research found that 42 
per cent of assistance dog 
owners have been turned 
away by a taxi or minicab 
in a one-year period 
because of their dog. 

The research also 
uncovered that 38 per 
cent of assistance dog 
owners have been asked 
to pay an extra fare for 
carrying their dog. 

The Vale MP is 
supporting Guide Dogs’ 
call for all taxi and 
minicab drivers to 
undertake disability 
equality training so they 


understand the rights and 
needs of disabled 
passengers and feel 
confident to offer 
assistance. 

Mr Cairns MP said: 
“Fantastic progress has 
been made in the rights 
of those living with 
visual impairments, but 
more must be done to 
ensure that the blind and 
partially sighted can 
enjoy the same freedom 
as everybody else. 

“That includes the 
guarantee that they will 
be able to travel in a taxi 
without being denied 
because of their need for 
a guide dog.” 

James White, senior 
campaign manager at 
Guide Dogs, said: 
“Imagine you were 
turned away by a taxi 
driver for no reason. 

“This happens to 
people living with sight 
loss with shocking 
regularity, just because 
they are travelling with 
their guide dog. 

“We are urging the 
Government to require 
disability equality 
training for all drivers to 
help reduce the number 
of access refusals.”

Wales to benefit 
from a ‘shared 
prosperity fund’ 


ALUN CAIRNS 
says the UK 
Government is 
committed to setting 
up a ‘shared 
prosperity fund’ 
from which all parts 
of the country will 
benefit. 

The Welsh Secretary 
and Vale MP was 
responding to a written 
question from Cardiff 
Central MP Jo Stevens. 

Ms Stevens had asked 
him about European 
Union grants and loans to 
Wales, and whether the 
shared prosperity fund 
will distribute to the 


Welsh Government the 
same level of funding 
currently received from 
European structural and 
investment funds. 

Mr Cairns told her the 
Government’s manifesto 
committed to creating the 
shared prosperity fund, 
and work is ongoing 
across Government to 
consider how this can be 
best achieved. 

He said: “As per our 
commitment, we will of 
course work with the 
Welsh Government and 
other stakeholders across 
Wales and the UK.”

AUTUMN is 
definitely here but 
the bees are 
showing no signs of 
settling just yet. 

Lots of pollen is 
coming in and all 
colonies are very active. 
The queens are still 
laying and eggs, larvae 
and sealed brood can be 
readily observed. Drone 
(male bees) numbers are 
of course much reduced. 

As I have often 
remarked, it is the 
weather that is the 
deciding factor for life 
in a honeybee colony, 
and although we have 
had some wet and 
windy conditions, on the 
whole temperatures 
have been very 
favourable. In fact, 
warm southerly winds 
are forecast and this will 
definitely be of benefit 
to the bees. The swarms 
that I have introduced to 
the apiary have been fed 
with liquid sugar to 
enable them to become 
established and draw out 
the wax foundation in 
each of the frames I 
have provided them 
with. Swarms are pre¬ 
programmed to build a 
new home wherever 
they end up, so my 
feeding helps them in 
this activity. 


One very small 
swarm that has been in a 
wooden nuc-box (small 
hive) has been aided 
with frames of eggs and 
larvae that have been 
taken out of well- 
established hives, and 
this has boosted the 
colony as the eggs 
eventually become bees 
and so the colony 
becomes larger - which 
in turn means that they 
require more room. 

They are not yet in 
sufficient numbers to 
occupy a full size hive 
so they have been 
moved into a modem 
‘poly-nuc’ hive that can 
hold more frames, thus 
giving room for further 
expansion. 

Temperatures are an 
important element in the 
bee’s world and the 
material that makes up 
this nuc-box has 
excellent insulating 
properties. This is very 
much appreciated by the 
bees and to assist them 
in their endeavour to 
become a viable colony, 
they will be given liquid 
sugar until the time 
arrives for them to go 
into a full size hive. 

Preparing for winter 
is now in hand. Varroa 
Mite control is now 
being undertaken.

PROPOSALS to 
redraw the 
boundaries of 
Parliamentary 
constituencies in 
the Vale and 
Bridgend county 
borough could lead 
to a game of 
musical chairs if 
they are confirmed. 

With the number of 
MPs in Wales as a whole 
dropping from 40 to 29, 
it’s not surprising that 
there will be 
consequences here in 
The gem’s circulation 
area. 

The headline for the 
majority of GEM readers 
could be that the 
Bridgend and Vale of 
Glamorgan 

constituencies might be 
changing in their 
political makeup. 

The reason is that the 
Vale is set to lose its 
western voters to 
Bridgend and this 
electorate - made up of 
St Bride’s, Ogmore-by- 
Sea, Llandow. Ewenny, 
Llantwit Major and St 
Athan (but not 
Cowbridge) - has 
traditionally favoured 
the Conservatives. 

This holds out the 
prospect that if the two 
sitting MPs - Madeleine 
Moon in Bridgend and 
Alun Cairns in the 
Vale - were to contest 
the new seats, they 
would both find it 
tougher next time 
around. 

Obviously, recent 
elections have been just 
a touch hard to predict, 
but both Mrs Moon and 
Mr Cairns have won 
their last two. 

A weak result in 
Bridgend in 2015 for 
Mrs Moon led the 
Conservatives to target 
what has historically 
been a safe Labour seat. 

However, that 
challenge, for various 
reasons, did not bear 
fruit and she won with 
something to spare. 

In the Vale, 
traditionally a much 
tighter marginal, the

go, so either Stephen 
Kinnock or Chris 
Elmore will be looking 
for a constituency - and 
Mr Elmore, of course, is 
a Barry boy - and proud 
of it. 

The launch of this 
proposal by the 
Boundary Commission 
for Wales marks the start 
of the final eight-week 
public consultation 
period. 

The Parliamentary 
Voting System and 
Constituencies Act 2011 
requires a reduction in 
the number of UK 
constituencies from 650 
to 600 and for every UK 
constituency to have an 
electorate within the 
range of 71,031 to 
78,507. 

In all bar one case, 
the number of eligible 
voters in each proposed 
new constituency is 
much larger than in the 
current Welsh 
constituencies. 

Steve Halsall, 
Secretary to the 
Commission, said today, 
“I would emphasise that 
these are not the final set 
of proposals so I urge 
the Welsh public to take 
this opportunity to have 
their say during this 
consultation period.” 

“The Commission has 
sought in its revised 
proposals to identify the 
solutions most suitable 
to local needs within 
Wales.

“Over the next eight 


energetic Mr Cairns has 
delivered healthy 
majorities that have left 
his supporters well 
pleased. 

However, neither will 
be best pleased by the 
changes. The 
(traditionally) 
Conservative voting Vale 
intake will make 
Bridgend a much tighter 
call. 

Similarly, Mr Cairns 
will lose that same 
electorate, and he will 
gain voters from the 
east, from Sully and 
Penarth. 

It is tougher to predict 
how they will vote, but 
it is worth noting that 
the existing seat of 
Cardiff South and 
Penarth has a Labour 
MP in Stephen Doughty. 

If this all goes ahead, 
it could be argued that 
Mrs Moon would have a 
better chance in the new 
Vale of Glamorgan East 
seat, and in an 
interesting swap, Alun 
Cairns would fancy his 
chances in the newly- 
named Bridgend and 
Vale of Glamorgan West. 

However, other 
Labour MPs may be 
casting envious eyes on 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
East seat. 

The afore-mentioned 
Stephen Doughty, who 
hails from Llantwit 
Major, could be on the 
lookout and he won’t be 
the only one - because 
the seat of Ogmore, 
which includes Maesteg, 
Nantymoel and Pencoed, 
is another seat destined 
to disappear. 

It will merge to form 
a new constituency with 
Aberavon, to be named 
Ogmore and Aberavon.

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THE SUPPLY OF WATER TO A BUSTLING 

NEW TOWN (1889-99) — by Barry historian Laurie Owen 


I N recent issues 
of The GEM, 
local historian 
Laurie Owen has 
examined the 
massive change that 
took place in Barry 
as the town 
expanded rapidly 
around the years 


1880 to 1910. He 
continues with the 
second part of a 
look at water 
supplies to the new 
town. Part one of 
this was published 
on September 21. 

John Aird was also 
erecting a new ‘low- 


level’ reservoir to the 
north of the existing one 
at Pencoedtre and a 
second at the ‘highest 
point of Merthyr Do van’, 
on the road from Stumpy 
Hall to the Church. The 
first would supply water 
from its covered tanks to

SOUTH Wales Central AM

parts of the district as far 
as east Barry, while the 
other would service the 
higher locations. Water 
mains were then laid 
from Merthyr Dovan to 
Cross way at the Buttiills, 
with a branch to East 
Barry and another along 
Barry Road to Barry 
Dock Town. 

The company 

purchased the existing 
water system in East 
Barry and when the new 
reservoir was completed, 
that system was kept in 
reserve. East Barry was 
the area we now know as 
the west end of town. 

It was announced in 
August that 1,200 
properties had been 
connected to the water 
mains, with 500 
connected to gas and 100 
public lamps were lit by 
gas. 

In October 1890, a 
grand event took place, 
with the arrival by 
special train at East 
Bany Station, of 70 to 80 
‘ladies and gentlemen’, 
for the formal opening of 
both reservoirs and the 
Biglis Waterworks. 
Several horse-drawn 
omnibuses and ‘brakes’, 
supplied by JA Davies of 
the Barry Hotel, 
conveyed the party first 
to the ‘high-level’ 
reservoir at the ‘Calcot’. 

The sight of so many 
ladies in their finery, 
accompanied by men of 
influence, would surely 


have caused great 
excitement among the 
locals. Imagining those 
families, standing in awe 
as the upper classes 
processed along the 
bumpy roads, reminded 
me of the time as 
teenagers, when we stood 
in Park Crescent for ages, 
awaiting the arrival of 
the Queen. As her 
convoy zoomed past, her 
Rolls Royce took my 
breath away and the 
whole experience was 
over, before we could 
think how to react if Her 
Majesty looked our way. 

Erom the high point of 
the district, the visiting 
party could look south 
over the Channel, the 
Docks, the Gas Works 
and many new houses, 
with open countryside to 
the north. 

Next on the schedule 
was the new low-level 
reservoir at Pencoedtre, 
before finally reaching 
the source of all that 
precious water at Biglis, 
on the left-hand side of 
the road to Dinas Powis. 

The engine and boiler 
houses were built of 
galvanised corrugated 
iron, with a 60 feet high 
chimney stack. 

Eollowing the 

inspection and official 
act of starting the two 
pump engines, the party 
adjourned to a nearby 
marquee for a splendid 
luncheon, paid for by the 
contractors. The 


celebrated local caterer 
and restaurateur RP 
Gulley, who supplied the 
fine food and drinks, 
would open the Barry 
Dock Hotel in Dock 
View Road just one year 
later. With the 120 
assembled guests well 
satisfied, company 
chairman Ered Davis was 
pleased to announce that 
they could now pump 
200,000 gallons of water 
into the reservoirs in 12 
hours, with the capacity 
at Pencoedtre being a 
million gallons and the 
high-level just 100,000. 
Twenty miles of water 
mains had already been 
laid, with more to come 
as new houses appeared. 

Each reservoir was in 
‘electric communication’ 
with Biglis and the 
Company offices, 

adjacent to the Gas 
Works in Holton Road 
(where the Civic Offices 
are situated). This 
enabled the height of 
water in the reservoirs to 
be monitored from the 
offices. 

Extensions to Barry 
Island and Sully were 
granted by Lord Windsor 
and Lord Wimborne 
respectively and just 
months later, both gas 
and water were supplied 
to those areas. 

The general public 
were slow to adapt to this 
new system of accessing 
water, with old habits 
hard to break. 


Full steam ahead at

The Health Committee 
received a complaint in 
January 1891 that 
Cadoxton Brook was 
polluted because the 
Board were allowing 
refuse to run into it. Later 
that year, the Wenvoe 
Estate asserted with great 
indignation, that over the 
last two years they had 
spent £200 clearing the 
bed of that brook. Then 
just two years later, 
Cadoxton Brook from 
Daniel Street to the 
‘Three Bells’, with 
silting of mud, refuse 
deposits and ‘dead 
animals putrefying’, was 
again described as 
‘obnoxious to health’. 

An incident in March 
that year, further 
highlighted the problems 
faced by Board members, 
when water was taken 
from a sample of wells in 
different parts of the 
district and sent for 
analysis. Those in the 
kitchens of Dr. 
Livingstone’s house in 
Holton Road, two in 
Barry Road, one in 
Gilbert Street and 
another at the Moors 
were all declared unfit 
for human consumption. 

Dr George Neale 
reported how a young 
man in Evans Street had 
contracted typhoid fever, 
caused directly by such a 
well. Roads at Holton 
had for two years been 
‘totally impassable’ 
leaving the ‘ scavenger 
carts’ unable to access 
the lanes behind the 
streets, leading to sewage 
and filth a foot deep. 

After their success in 
bringing water and gas to 
local residents, how 
angry the directors must 
have felt when just two 
years later in September 
1892, a public meeting of 
ratepayers agreed that the 
Local Board should 
apply to Parliament, 
seeking the compulsory 
purchase of the Gas and 
Water Company. Such 
was its importance to the 
town, they felt that 
residents would be better 
served if it were now in 
public ownership. After 
great opposition from the 
Company, agreement 
was finally reached for 
the Local Board to pay 
£149,000 for the 
undertakings, £17,000 
for their debenture stock 
and £3,000 in legal fees. 
A later article recorded 
that the total had in fact 
been £190,859, with 
some members feeling 
they had overpaid. These 
massive amounts were to 
be repaid over 40 years 
for Gas and 50 years for 
Water. 

With revenue 

increasing, in September 
1895 the Council sought 
to borrow £2,200 from 
the Local Government 
Board to buy a third 
engine as standby. They 
were now pumping 
430,000 gallons a day to 
Pencoedtre and 380,000 
to Stumpy, so could not 
risk a breakdown. 

By July 1897,28 miles 
of water mains had been 
laid and the population 
was now 26,975. 

An alarming story in 
November 1896, told 


how some children from 
Holton School were seen 
drinking water from the 
public urinals opposite, 
causing fear of ‘typhoid 
and malignant maladies’. 

Such was the demand 
for water that in January 
1898, it was pointed out 
that with the capacity of 
the high-level reservoir 
being 100,000 gallons, 
supplying an estimated 
population of 4,000 using 
20 gallons a day, it was 
only holding just over 
one day’s supply. 
Consequently by July, a 
second reservoir costing 
£3,472 was being erected 
at Stumpy by local 
builder G. Rutter. 

With another loan of 
£8,450, this extra 
reservoir was opened in 
April 1899 to supply an 
average consumption of 
20 million gallons a 
month. 

With Barry also 
supplying water to Dinas 
Powis and Sully by 
September 1898, 

safeguarding an adequate 
supply was paramount in 
the minds of councillors 
and the water engineer 
Mr Waite, presented a list 
of his conclusions and 
recommendations. 

JC Meggitt felt there 
was no great emergency, 
as although the existing 
well had pumped out “a 
thousand million 

gallons” over nine years, 
supply was still virtually 
undiminished. 

It was agreed to seek 
expert advice from James 
Mansergle, the 

consulting engineer of 
Birmingham 
Corporation. 

Seven months later, 
Vickers and Son of 
Nottingham began 
constructing a ‘tunnel¬ 
shaped heading’ from the 
bottom of the existing 
well to a new one, 200 
yards distant. At a depth 
of 40 feet and 11 feet in 
diameter, it was linked to 
the original by a 6x4 feet 
conduit and by the 
summer of 1900, the 
£6,299.18s.6d contract 
was complete. With two 
‘pumping engines’ in 
each well sending out 
1,000,000 gallons a day, 
they could supply up to 
70,000 inhabitants. The 
well was 30 feet from the 
new engine house and 
buildings for storage of 
coal, coke and oil, with 
gas from Cardiff Road. 

Mains were laid to 
Porthkerry, Wenvoe 
Castle and most of Sully, 
including Hayes and Cog 
farms. 

Eor residents in 1890 
to have read in the Barry 
Dock News that water 
was being pumped from 
a well at Biglis into two 
reservoirs and then 
directly into hundreds of 
homes, must have 
stretched their 

imagination. 

To then have read that 
a huge volume of water 
still lay under the ground, 
after 1,000,000,000 
gallons had been pumped 
out over the past nine 
years, was yet another 
incredible fact for those 
people to comprehend, as 
it is today almost 120 
years later.

completed in early 2019, 
adding 40 per cent more 
seats than today and 
providing quicker, more 
frequent journeys. 

The new Class 800, 
10-carriage train built in 
Britain by Hitachi 
covered 803 miles on its 
first day.

“I’m delighted to see the 
first passenger service of 
the Hitachi trains roll out 
on to the Great Western 
Railway network.

Cardiff Docks 
myth strikes true

Well, I wouldn’t go as 
far as to say that but the 
cover of my book 
Cardiff’s Vanished 
Docklands shows a 
number of ships docked 
side-by-side in the Queen 
Alexandra dock in 
around 1920, and it 


appears that one could 
easily have walked from 
one to the other. 

By the late 19 th 
century, Cardiff had 
become the largest coal¬ 
exporting port in the 
world and ships sailed in 
and out of the harbour 
from all over the globe. 

But the decline of the 
coal and iron industries 
after the Second World 
War sounded the death 
knell for Cardiff’s 
Docklands. 

Another picture shows 
many ships alongside 
each other lying idle after 
a strike by 260 dock 
workers in 1977.

1 WAS very 
interested to 
read about 
Peter Daniels book 
‘Finding Wales’; I 
am not Welsh 
myself but I am a 
Celt, born in 
Scotland with a 
solid paternal side 
of the family 100 
per cent Scottish. 

My maternal side is 
100 per cent English so I 
am a child of a ‘mixed 
marriage’ I am pleased 
to say. 

In 1982 my seafaring 
life led me to Wales, 
when Margaret Thatcher 
sold the Sealink ferries 
off and I went job 
hunting. That led me to 
Associated British Ports, 
where I continued my 
marine life until I retired 
in 2000, dredging the 
ports of Swansea, Port 
Talbot, Barry, Cardiff 
and Newport, with a 
couple of months a year 
in Southampton. 

Myself and my family 
have a deep affection for 
Wales. My wife, like 
myself, also has Scottish 
roots as her father and 
his family hail from the 
Outer Hebrides. Our 
two daughters have also 
stayed on in Wales and 
our four grandchildren 
were bom in Wales. 

In the early 1990s, I 
took a short cut home 
from the centre of 
Llantwit Major where 
roads had been shut 
because of the town’s 
Victorian Fair Day.

what I found. I found a 
peace and a strange 
feeling that this was a 
very special place 
indeed - and as I was to 
find out later it is and is 
indeed very special. 

To cut a longish story 
short I was captivated by 
the place and even 
managed after some time 
to get my sceptical wife 
to find what I had found. 

The ancient ‘British 
Church’ was a Celtic 
Church and St Illtud’s 
dating to the year 
500AD is one of the 
oldest in the whole of 
what we now call Great 
Britain. The Celtic 
Church was a family 
church, with no rank to 
bar anyone of ability, 
male or female, young 
or old. 

As long as that person 
could demonstrate their 
ability they could rise to 
any rank. Abbots of 
monasteries could 
equally be male or, as in 
many cases, female. 

There was a problem, 
however, with the 
worldwide church - that 
being the Celtic Church 
celebrated Easter at a 
different date to the 
Roman Church. 

After the Romans left 
us, the country was 


the famous Hilda of 
Whitby to decide the 
issue of Celtic or Roman 
mle. Really no contest, 
as it was held in 
Northumbria - the 
kingdom of the Angles 
and attended by far more 
‘new’ British people 
than the old Celtic 
British people. 

It was, unsurprisingly, 
decided to follow the 
Roman mle. 

The monks from 
Lindisfame would not 
accept this and withdrew 
to Iona. Hilda herself 
preferred the Celtic 
customs but once a 
decision was made, she 
used her influence to 
bring about a peaceful 
transition. 

The Celtic Church 
went into decline - 
except in Wales, 
Cornwall, and Brittany - 
who ah had close ties 
with each other. 

It was hoped that the 
final death knell would 
occur at Bangor-Is-y- 
Coed near Wrexham at 
the Battle of Chester in 
around 61 SAD, where 
the Saxon army 
slaughtered countless 
Celts, including 200 
priests: 

Augustine had said: 
“If they do not have

Visits from 
Alan Cobham’s Flying 
Circus were common 
events. 

During the 1930s 
regular flights were made 
to other British airports, 
including Cardiff (for 
10/- [50p] return). 

Apparently this was 
particularly popular on 
Sundays. 

In 1938 the veteran 
broadcaster Wynford 
Vaughan Thomas made 
the first aerial broadcast 
en route to Cardiff to 
mark the first scheduled 
internal night service in 
the UK, all in all a very 
interesting day’s visit. 

We have an eagerly 
anticipated visit to the 
recently opened museum 
at Filton planned for next 
March. 

Our regular monthly 
meetings will re¬ 
commence on November

Erom the excellent restart 
after Tonna’s try by Connor Eabian, 
flanker Kasari Mehta gathered the ball 
at full speed to outflank the home 
defence for a try wide out. 

Eollowing a spell of good 
possession centre Caine Woolerton 
made a line break and put the 
supporting Danny Osarigie over for a 
great try. This put the Athletic ahead 
for the first time. 

Outside half Connor Eabian then 
sprinted through a gap to cross under 
the posts for a try converted by 
Woolerton. This boosted the Athletic to 


go in at half-time with a 20-10 lead. 

The second half started as the first 
with the Athletic having to defend for 
their lives against the big ball-carrying 
Tonna pack. 

The spell was broken when Jack 
Obbard won turnover ball close to his 
try line. The ball was moved wide for 
James Tidy to sprint along the 
touchline before delivering a well- 
timed inside pass to ever-supporting 
flanker Kasari Mehta to cross for his 
second try.
